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INTRODUCTION 


That  a  record  of  ancestry  is  considered  of  great  importance 
is  manifested  in  the  Biblical  account  of  seventy-six  unbroken 
generations  from  Adam  to  Christ. 

In  references  No.  £6  and  36  we  find  the  following  regarding 
the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  family  name  Bennett; 

Bapt.  Tthe  son  of  Bennet,1  ie.  Benedict,  q.v. 

Bennet  was  the  usual  English  form.  While  Furness 
Abbey  v/as  administrated  under  the  Benedictine  Order, 

Bennet  was  one  of  the  commonest  of  baptismal  names 
in  the  surrounding  district.”

Some  members  of  the  family  spell  the  name  "Bennett"  and 
others  Bennet, 

Though  comparatively  small  in  numbers,  the  Bennett  family 
has  contributed  generously  with  brain,  brawn  and  blood  to  the 
progress  of  the  British  Empire  and  the  United  States.  It  has 
distinguished  itself  in  war  and  in  the  varied  pursuits  of  peace. 

Pride  of  family,  perhaps  even  more  than  pride  of  country, 
is  a  commendable  trait  and  should  be  cultivated.  The  Bennetts 
have  just  cause  to  be  proud  of  their  family  history,  traditions 
and  standards.

There  are  also  in  the  United  States  numerous  counties,  town¬ 
ships,  streets  and  avenues  bearing  the  name.  This  is  eloquent 
testimony  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  family  is  held  in  this 
epuntry.  The  same  may  also  be  said  of  the  British  Empire. 
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\Ihile  this  collection  of  data  is  concerned  with  those  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  who  have  been  statesmen,  military  heroes, 
scientists,  writers  and  captains  of  industry,  it  is  also  inten¬ 
ded  as  a  memorial  of  men  and 'women  whose  very  names  are  forgot 
ten  today;  who,  unnoted  then,  as  they  are  unremembered  now, 
faced  and  solved  the  problems  of  humble  living,  laughed  at  fate 
and  refused  to  be  broken  by  misfortune,  who  gave  sturdy  children 
to  the  world  -  and  died. 

It  pleased  them  that,  as  a  result  of  their  sacrifice  and 
toil,  their  progeny  might  have  more  comforts,  increased  oppor¬ 
tunities,  and  a  greater  freedom.  An  affectionate  regard  to 
their  memory  is  natural  to  the  heart.  To  resurrect  their  mem¬ 
ories  out  of  the  mists  of  time,  to  link  their  lives  with  the 
evolution  of  events  and  to  assign  to  them  their  share  in  the 
wonderful  past  should  be  a  very  lofty  aspiration  to  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Bennett  family. 

The  data  in  this  volume  has  been  gathered  from  authentic 
sources,  as  shov/n  on  the  last  pages.  The  compiler  hopes  and  be¬ 
lieves  that  in  producing  this  Record  he  is  bringing  to  the  Ben¬ 
nett  Family  information  which  will  be  of  great  interest  and  val¬ 
ue  to  them*

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THE  BENNETT  COAT  OP  ARMS 


A  Coat  of  Arms  is  an  emblem  or  device  "traditionally  inher¬ 
ited"  and  originally  bestowed,  usually  with  other  honors  and  pri¬ 
vileges,  by  royalty,  in  recognition  of  meritorious  deeds.  For 
centuries  the  Coat  of  Arms  has  been  a  distinctive  mark  of  families 
of  noble  blood. 

Coats  of  Arms  were  often  used  for  purposes  of  identification 
and  recognition  on  the  field  of  battle  as  well  as  in  civil  life. 
Many  Americans  of  today  understand  the  Coat  of  Arms  to  be  a  fami¬ 
ly  relic  or  an  "emblem"  of  family  pride. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude 
form,  were  used  by  Noah’s  sons  after  the  flood.  There  are  records 
of  other' Coats  of  Arms  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history. 
Heraldry,  howrever,  as  we  know  it  today,  did  not  become  of  much  im¬ 
portance  until  soon  After  the  invasion  of  England  by  ’Villi am  the 
Conqueror,  A.D.  1066.  Heraldry  became  of  general  interest  at  about 
the  time  of  the  Crusades. 

In  1508  Henry  VIII,  King  of  England,  appointed  a  commission  to 
visit  each  county  in  his  kingdom,  and  summon  his  subjects  of  rank 
to  appear  for  examination  as  to  their  heraldic  rights.  This  pro¬ 
cedure  was  repeated  at  irregular  intervals  and  a  record,  known  as 
"visitations",  kept. 

The  Bennett  Coat  of  Arms  accompanying  these  Records  has  been 
in  the  family  for  many  generations.  "The  heads  of  this  House  bear 
the  title  of  Earls  of  Tankerville  (See  their  Royal  ancestry  else¬ 
where  in  these  Records) ;  and  represent  the  Bennet  or  Bennett  fam¬ 
ily  '  of  Dawley,  Middlesex,  England,  original  main  line  of  the  fami¬ 
ly.  The  Arms  and  pedigree  date  back  to  about  1550." 

This  Arms  was  mentioned  in  Visitations,  co. ' Cornwall,  1620, 

The  Bennetts  of  Finsbury;  and  Sir  Thomas  Bennett,  Lord  Mayor  of 
London  (Camden’s  Grants)  used  Arms  very  similar  to  this  one.  The 
Bennetts  of  Bedstone,  co.  Salop  (Richard  Bennett,  1626)  bear  Arms 
with  the  Same  Motto. 

It  is  described  in  "Burke’s  General  Armory",  "Burke’s  Landed 
Gentry",  "Bhrke’s  Peerage  and  Baronetage",  and  other  reliable  works 
on  heraldry,  as  shown  below,  in  some  cases  accompanied  by  illustra¬ 
tions  and  pedigrees.

As  a  matter  of  personal  taste,  which  is  po rmissahle ,  some 
members  of  the  family  vary  the  shape  of  the  shield  and  of  other 
features  of  the  Arms,  The  mantle  and  helmet  which  are  sometimes 
seen  with  Coats  of  Arms  are  merely  ornamental  and  may  be  correct¬ 
ly  included  or  omitted. 

Besides  its  family  significance  and  inspiration  this  Coat  of 
Arms  painted  in  full  brilliant  colors  makes  an  oxcellant  mural  or¬ 
nament  and  inspires  the  admiration  and  comment  of  all  who  see  it. 

Sir  Bernard  Burke,  of  Heralds  College,  London,  said  "Herald¬ 
ry  is  prized  by  all  who  can  show  honorable  ancestry  or  wish  to 
found  honorable  families".

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ANCIENT  BENNETT  FAMILIES 


V/ith  Descendants  of  Later  Generations. 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  Bennett  family  recorded  in  these 
Records  were  members  either  of  the  peerage  and  baronetage  of  of 
the  landed  gentry  of  Great  Britain,  for  all  Americans  of  the  name 
their  history  holds  a  peculiar  charm,  since  there  is  about  them 
something  of  the  glamour  of  antiquity  and  the  romantic  appeal  of 
the  country 'which,  not  so  many  generations  age,  our  ancestors 
called  home. 

In  these  pedigrees  are  recorded  the  lives  of  many  men  who 
were" or  are  prominent  in  the  civil  and  military  life  of  the  em¬ 
pire.  In  many  cases  it  was  the  younger  sons  of  these  families  who 
migrated  to  the  American  colonies.

The  coming  of  the  first  settlers  to  America,  the  precarious 
life  of  the  colonists,  the  struggle  for  independence ,  all  are  re¬ 
corded  hero,  From  between  these  pages,  covered  wag 0 ns  wind  in 
s  1  ow  procession  across  the  plains,  cities  spring  up,  '.wars  arc 
fought,  fortunes  arc  made  and  giant  industries  built.  Fathers 
give  way  to  sons,  and  these  in  turn  to  their  sons  --  each  genera¬ 
tion  building  upon  tho  foundations  of  tho  last. 

It  will  be  observed  that  some  of  the  ancient  pedigrees  in 
the  proceeding  chapter  includo  many  American  descendants.

The  Earl  of 
Tankcrvillo  is  a  Bennett  and  sprang  from' the  lucky  side  of  the 
race,"  "The  family  being  roman  catholic,  came  to  Halifax,  N.S. 
later  to  Now  York  City  and  Philadelphia." 

Tho  family  of  BOnnctt  was  founded  by  John  Bennett,  who  was 
sheriff  of  Wiltshire,  England  in  the  fifth  year  of  Henry  III,  His 
grandson,  Thomas  Bonnott,  of  Boston,  married  the  daughter  and  co¬ 
heiress  of  tho  Pago  of  Devizos,  Wiltshire.

BENNETTS  IN  THE  AUER  I CAN  REVOLUTION 


Following  is  a  roster  of  the  patriots  by  the  name  of 
Bennett  who  fought  in  the  cause  of  freedom  during  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War.  Much  greater  was  the  number  of  non-combatants 
behind  the  lines;  some  of  whom  were  engaged  in  fashioning  bul¬ 
lets  from  melted  metal,  often  destroying  heirlooms  of  value 
from  across  the  sea;  some  in  knitting  warm  garments  for  the’ 
men  at  th$  front;  others  by  personal  Sacrifices  and  prayers, 
and  sometimes  even  by  secret  intrigue,  aiding  the  warriors.
